COMMITTEE DIDN'T AGREE TO IT 


Publication Attracts Attention of the 
New York Member, and He Says 
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Most Positively That Gros- : 
venor Doesn’t Tell 
the Truth. 


New York. June 2.—Lemuel E. Quigg, 
the New York member of the committee 
on resclutions of the national republican 
convention at Philadelphia, in reference 
to a statement of Gen. C. H. Grosvenor, 
of Ohio. which was called to his attention, 
in effect that certain language had been 
omitted from the final draft of the plat- 
form after it had been agreed upon by 
the sub-committee, of which Mr. Quigg 
was secretary, tonight gave out the fol- 
lowing: 

“General Grosvenor’s statement that 
someth'ng was surreptitiously omitted 
from the platform which was understood 
by the committee to be a part of the 
platform, is untrue. He states he makes 
that statement upon the authority of Sen- 
ator Foraker, but that is impossible. The 
platform was the work of the sub-com- 
mittee of the committee on resolutions, 
and every member of that sub-committee 
contributed to the work of making the 
platform and on every point and every 
plank the sub-committee was unanimous. 
It was also unanimous on aM matters 
suggested, but omitted. 

“Tt is true that a document was read 
to the sub-committee by Senator Fora- 
ker that contained the language General 
Grosvenor quotes. That document had 
been prepared in Washington, but the 
committee considered that it was much 
too long and that it tod much resembled 
a political essay. The points made in 
that document. however, were fully dis- 
cussed @uring a session of nearly. five 
hours’ duration. At the end of the ses- 
sion I was elected secretary of the sub- 
committe and requested to put together 
the planks upon which the agreement had 
been reached. 

“My draft was altered in many details 
and every such alteration received the 
approval of the sub-committee. Senator 
Fairbanks and I went over the completed 
platform from the first word to the last 
ami it was read to the sub-committee. 

“The language of the two planks to 
which General Grosvenor referred was 
then precisely in the form in which it 
Was read to the convention that after- 
noon. The sub-committee had considered 
just how far it would go in the direc- 
tion of giving subsidies to the shipping 
interests and the language adopted was 
its deliberate and final judgment. 

“As to the statement ‘that congress 
has full legislative power over territory 
belonging to the United States subject 
only to the fundamental safeguards of 
liberty, justice and personal rights’ the 
committee considered that inasmuch as 
this question was now before the United 
States supreme court, it was neither ad- 
visable nor necessary to run the risk of 
getting our platform into a controversy 
with the supreme court. But we did say 
that it was the duty of the government 
to put down armed insurrection in the 
Philippines and that as to the people of 
all the territories acquired by war, ‘the 
largest measure of self-government con- 
sistent with their welfare and our duties 
shall be secured to them by law.’ 

“The platform as prepared by the sub- 
Committee was read to the full com- 
mittee and was there debated for two 
hours, and with.a few alterations, one 
of which related to the two planks re- 
*ferred to by General Grosvenor, Was 


unanimously adopted. 

“Mr. Grosvenor says that 
agreed and understood that the planks, 
as he states them, ‘should be a part of 
the platform.’

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LONDON, June 23.—3 a. m.—-The silence of Pekin continues unbroken. 
Tuesday and Wednesday, with a prospect of being re-enforced Thursday, 
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Four thousand men of the allied forces were having sharp defensive fighting at Tien Tsin 
This is the situation in China as set forth in the British government dispatch. 


A special dispatch from Shanghai received during the day saying it was reported from Japanese sources that 1,500 foreigners have been massacred at Tien Tsin caused 
great comment here, but up to 3 o'clock this morning the statement lacked official confirmation. 
In the house of commons today Mr. Brodrick, the under-secretary of state for foreign affairs, replying to a question, said the foreign office had no news from Pekin or 


Vice Admiral Seymour. 


He added that news by runner June 18th from Tien Tsin arrived at Taku June 21st announced that several attacks had been made and repulsed. 


On June 17 the Chinese shelled the foreign settlement and the Chinese military college was attacked by a mixed force of 175 Austrians, British, German and Italians. 


They destroyed the guns and burned the college which contained a considerable store of ammunition and killed its defenders.

Reports from 
native sources continue to reach Shang- 
hia of anarchy in Pekin. According to 
these tales the streets are filled day and 
night with boxers, who are wholly be- 
yond the control of the Ciinese troops, 
and who are working themselves up to 
a frenzy and clamoring for the death of 
all foreigners. 

The Engwsh consulate at Shanghai is 
said to have received from influential 
natives reports of a tragedy in the palace 
at Pekin, though. precisely what is not 
defined. The consulate thinks that Ad- 
miral Seymour, commander of the inter- 
national relief column, was misled by 
information from Pekin and consequently 
underestimated-the difficulties in his way 
and the Chinese power of resistance with 
Maxim guns and Mausers. 

The consuls at Shanghai still believe 
the foreign ministers at Pekin safe, al- 
though Japanese reports received at 
Shanghai allege that up to June 15th 100 
foreigners had been killed in Pekin. The 
Daily Express says: 

“We understand that Mr. Reginald 
Thomas Tower, secretary of the British 
embassy in Washington, is to succeed Sir 
Claude MacDonald at Pekin, and that 
the reason of Sir Claude's recall is the 
breakdown of his health.”’ ¢ 

A special dispatch from Vienna says: 

“Ti Hung Chang has wired the various 
Chinese legations in Europe directing 
them to inform the governments to which 
they are accredited that he is called to 
Pekin by the empress to act as inter- 
mediary between China and the powers 
to negotiate the points at issue; and he 
instructs them to beg the powers to fa- 
cilitate his mission by ceasing to send 
troops to China.”’ 

Sheng, director general of telegraphs, 
wires from Shanghai to the Chinese lega- 
tions in Europe that the foreign lega- 
tions in Pekin are safe.

Che Foo, June 22.—It is officially 
reported that the bombardment of 
Tien Tsin with large guns continues 
The foreign consulates 
have nearly all been burned and the 
American consulates has been razed 
The Russians are oc- 
cupying the railroad station, but are 
hard pressed. Re-enforcements are 
urgently needed. The casualties are 
heavy. The railroad is open from 
Tong Tau to Ching Liang Chung, 
half way to Tien Tsin.

Berlin, June 22.—According to @ dis- 
patch from Shanghai, received here, Tien 
Ts'n is being bombarded by Chinese reg- 
ulars and not by the boxers. 


Will Send Troops to Uhina. 

Washington, June 22.—The only news 
from China laid before the cabinet ineet- 
ing today was a telegram to the secre: 
tary of the navy, giving the movements 
of vessels in Chinese waters. The text of 
the message, however, was not made 
public. That the president and the mem 
bers of the cabinet regard the situation 
in China ag extremely critical 1s shown 
by the fact that preiiminary preparations 
are being made to send forward additional 
troops in case of need, A telegram Was 
sent to General MacArthur this afternoon 
asking him how large a force he can 
spare should it become necessary to send 
them to China. No answer to this inquiry 
is expected before tomorrow, when in- 
structions may be sent to have transports 
and troops in readiness in anticipation of 
orders to sail. |

The United States consulate at Ticn 
Tsin, which late news advices reports to 
have been destroyed, is situated far up on 
the Meadows road, which runs up from 
the Pei Ho directly through the center ot 
the town. It is far removed from any of 
the other consulates and practically iso- 
lated from all other foreign buildings. 

A recent census of Tien Tsin shows the 
foreign population to be about 1,000 per- 
sons, including 110 Americans. Thus the 
report from Japanese sources that 1,0 
foreigners at Tien Tsin 2ad been massa- 
cred would seem to be untrue or grossly 
exaggerated in point of numbers. 

Cruisers Reach Shanghai. 

Washington, June 22.—The state depart- 
ment has received a cabtlegram from 
Consul Gereral Goodnow, at Shanzhai, 
announcing the arrival there of two steel 
cruisers. No details were given, buz it 
that the vessels Were 
Chinese cruisers. 


Lord Salisbury Presides. 


London, June 22.—Lord Salisbury presi4- 
ed this morning at a meeting of the cab- 
inet specially summoned to consider the 
far eastern crisis. Prior to the meeting 
the French ambassador, M, Paul Cambon, 
and the Chinese minister, Sir Chih Chen 
Lo Feng Luh, paid a lengthy visit to 
the officials of the foreign office and it 
is expected developments will be the out- 
come of the cabinet conference, as Lord 
Salisbury proceeded to Windsor after the 
meeting. 

A Shanghai dispatch reports that Tien 
Tsin was bombarded for two days; cas- 
ualties were one hundred; that five thou. 
sand international troops are there, and 
that now that the allied commanders at 
Taku are hastily pushing forward a relief 
column, it is hoped the worst apprehen- 
sions will soon bde dispelled. 

Another Shanghai dispatch announces 
that all the members of the foreign com- 
munity of Pei Ta Ho have arrived at 
Che Foo on board the Nashville, but 
that they left al} their possessions behind 
them. A dispatch to The Press from 
Shanghai this afternoon says five Chinese 
warships passed Woo Sung today and that 
officers of the British armed cruiser Un. 
daunted visited the Chinese commanding 
officer and received assurance that the 
ships were under orders to act against 
any boxer rising. 

The superintendent of foreign telegraphs 
has started to Che Foo to organize a ser- 
vice, thence to Shanghai. 

It is understood the admiralty has re- 
ceived a dispatch from the British naval) 
commander in Chinese waters on the sub- 
ject of heavy damage done to these for- 
eign concessions at Tien Tsin and the 
casyalties of the international forces. 
This has not yet been published. 

The admiralty sent orders to Portsmouth 
and Plymouth this morning to hoid de- 
tachments of marine artillery and infan- 
try in instant readiness for service in 
China. 

ll. Cambon Visits Secretary Hay. 

Washington, June 22.—During the after- 
noon M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
and Lord Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, visited the state department. 


These frequent visitors to Secretary Hay 
of the ambassadors of nations interested 


in the Chinese situation fairly illustrate 
the feverish anxiety with which every de- 
velopment in the situation is being watch- 
ed. It also may be regarded as an expres- 
sion of the confidence reposed by Europe 
in the correct intentions of the United 
States government which, by its prompt 
action at the beginning of the demonsira- 
tion at Taku, has managed to make the 
relief movement impersonal, so to speak, 
as between the nations. The French gov- 
ernment, in addition to those already re- 
corded, has now signified its accesslon to 
the understanding that the movement in 
China is to be conducted in the common 
interest, for the protection of the lives 
and interests of foreigners in China, and 
not for any national gain. 

It turned cut during the day that the 
warships which have arrived at Shanghai 
are three Chinese Armstrong-built cruis- 
ers. Not much apprehension is felt on ac- 
count of the appearance of these vessels 
at Shanghai, for the officials believe that 
there is no doubt as to the good intentions 
of the Chinese navy. It is only as to the 
Chinese army that doubt exists, and the 
administration officials are exasperated at 
the peculiar omission from every officiai 
message of any statement which wwuld 
clear up the doubt 2s to whether or not 
th 
aoe opposing the relief column, and if

The ‘general disposition Is to avuiG the 
application to China of the same rules 
that govern intercourse between aighly 
civilized nations, and even if there have 
been infractions of those rules by the 
Pekin government, providing it chows 
readiness to make amends and do what 
is necessary to safeguard foreign life and 
property in China, it is likely that that

German Captain Not Dead. 


Wesel, Prussia, June 22.—The relatives 
of Captain Lettes, commander of the 
German gunboat IIitis, reported in the 
United States to have succumbed tv 
wounds received during the bombardment 
of the Taku forts, announce that they nad 
a dispatch today dated Chee Foo, Thurs- 
day, June 2ist, saying the captain was 
in good health. 


Short of Ammunition. 


Berlin, June 22.—The commander of the 
German squadron at Taku has wired as 
follows to the government: 

“A French officer, who arrived here 
from Tien Tsin, which place he left June 
20th, reports that for three days the city 
had been bombarded by the Chinese and 
that the troops of the foreign detacament 
were short of ammunition. 

“The German cruiser Irene has arrived 
here with 240 marines who, with 3x0 Eng- 
lish, 1,500 Russians, proceeded to the $#e- 
lief of Tien Tsin, The railway is working 
fix.m Taku ‘to within fifteen kilometers 
of Tien Tsin.’’ 

Whether the powers interested in China 
will ultimately reach an agreement re- 
garding concerted action, it seems to bs 
certain, judging from the results of is- 
vestigation made today by the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press, that no 
such agreement had been reached. The 
Same series of questions was put suc- 
cessively to the German foreign office 
ar.d to the Russian and French embassies. 
The German foreign office said: 

“The powers just now agreed as to 
three points only, the relief of Tien Tsin 
and Pekin, adequate satisfaction for the 
severe injuries Eurcpean interests have 
sustained and the establishment of guar- 
antees against the repetition of such out- 
1uges. Beycend this the attitude of the 
powers will largely depend upon what 
has really happened: in Pekin. which is 
still unknown in Europe.” 

The reply of the Russian ambassador, 
Count Osten-Sacken, was substantially 
the same as that of the German foreign 
office, expect on two points, The ambas- 
sador said, with much emphasis: 

‘*"The dntervention of the powers in 
China must, under no conditions, mean a

While 
ccinciding with the programme of the 
German foreign office, he insisted that the 
remoyal of the empress dowager and her 
ciique would be’ necessary to secutfe the 
permanent results which the powers de- 
sired. 

The Washington government's several 
days ago inquired through United States 
Ambassador White regarding the where- 
abouts and safety of a number of Ameri- 
can missbonaries located within the Ger- 
man sphere of influence tin Shan Tung. 
Thus far the German government has 
been unable to furnish a satisfactory re 
ply. , 

The semj-official Berliner Post has a 
special dispatch from Rome asserting that 
the vatican has applied to the French 
government urgently entreating that larg- 
er re-enforcements be sent for the pro- 
tection of Christians in China. The reply 
of the Paris cabinet, according to this 
correspondent, is that the matter will be

No,' I am sure these reports 
must be wrong. Nor do I understand the 
statements regarding the bombarding of 
the city or by whom it is being done. 

“We must await some definite news 
before arriving at a conclusion as to the 
exact state of affairs. Another report I 
have seen published is incomprehensible 
to me. I ref2r to the story saying that 
the foreigners attacked the Chinese mili- 
tary school at Tien Tsin. Now what did 
they want to do that for? The students 
there probably have nothing more than 
a few small arms, and I don’t see what 
would be accOmplished by destroying the 
place.” 

One Steamer in Readiness. 


- Shanghai. June 22.—Owing to the ab- 
sence of warships at Kiu Kiang Fu some 
apprehension is felt there of an uprising.

Li Hung Chang Goes to Pekin. 


Hong Kong, June 22.—Li Hung Chang, 
who was interviewed in Canton today, 
said he would leave’for~-Pekin on June 
Zith. in cbedience ‘to an order from the 
empress to suppress the buxers and 10 
mak peace with the powers. He indorsed 
the opinion that he was the only man in 
Chira capable of coping with the situa- 
tion. He said he believed the boxers to 
be a “rabble led away by fanatacism and 
anti-Christian feeling,’’ but he aiso de- 
clared that the native Christian leade-s 
were much to blame, inasmuch as they 
engendered litigation in the native courts. 
He asserted that he did not regard fae 
boxers as a political society and that in 
his opinion the empress had been misied 
and misinformed. 

Prince Li said he had been officially in- 
formed that the Taku forts fired upon 
the allied fleet because the admirals sent 
an ultimatum calling for the removal otf 
the soldiers. He does not interpre that 
action As a deciaration of war, and he has 
not received any instructions to the ef- 
fect that war has been declared. 

His remedy for the situation is to de- 
capitate the leaders of the boxers, to 
send their ignorant followers home and 
‘to make peace with the powers.

CAUSED BY MANY INQUIRIES 


Letters Are Coming,in Daily Asking 
for Information. 


MUCH WORK IS YET TO BE DONE 


Department Is Not Able To Give Out 
Any Information Touching 
the Figures.

Washington, June 22.—Director of Cen- 
sus Merriam today gave out the following 
statement for the information of the pub. 
lic: 

“The censis office is now in receipt of 
many letters daily asking for information 
as to the results of the census in partic- 
ular localities, especially in the larger 
cities. It does not appear to occur to 
the writers that the census has not yet 
been taken. The law allows until June 
hth In cities of 8,000 inhabitants and in 
rural districts until the 1st of July for 
its completion, and after that the sched- 
ules have to be examined by the super- 
visors of census before they can be for- 
warded to Washington in order that the 
supervisors may determine whether the 
work has been satisfactorily done and 
may be in position to certify to the cor- 
rectness of the enumerators’ accounts for 
services rendered under the law.” 

The following statement has been pre- 
pared, showing what has to be done with 
the census returns when received at 
Washington, and why it must be weeks 
or even months before the figures can 
be given out. in their entirety. 

Every enumerator is required to file a 
daily report card, showing how many 
hours and minutes he has been at work, 
and how many persons he has 
enumerated that. day. Since there are ap- 
proximately 53,000 enumerators and thirty 
days are allowed for the completion of 
the census the number of daily report 
cards to be examined in the census office 
is somewhere between one million and a 
million and a half. It is difficult for any 
one not familiar with census work to form 
an idea of the vast amount of material 
to be handled in all of the divisions of 
the office. The number of boxes con- 
taining schedules sent to the enumerators 
in advance of taking the cénsus was -4,500 
and their total weight was estimated at 
300 tons. All of this material is returned 
to Washington, where it has to be sorted 
out and arranged in order by states and 
sub-divisions of states upon shelving ag- 
gregating several miles in length. There 
is invoice of schedules in every box re- 
ceived which has to be verified. 

Next in order follows the examinatfon 
in detail of the schedules. Every sched- 
ule has to be examined in order to see 
that the enumerator has not made an 
overcharge for his services. For this 
purpose the schedule has to be compared 
with the account rendered by him. Every 
possible effort will be made to pay the 
enumerators. at the earliest practicable 
date, Every business man knows that 
53,000 bills presented for payment in one 
day could not be hudited at sight. 

The schedules then go to the clerks em- 
ployed in punching cards for the electric 
tabulating machines. A count of the pop- 
ulation will then be made by color, by 
sex and by native or foreign birth, which 
will consume possibly five or six months, 
Not until these machine counts have been 
made for any particular city or state can 
the figures be given out for publication. 
The cities will naturally be taken up 
first and as fast as the actual population 
returned by the enumerators is ascertain- 
ed it will be posted on a bulletin board 
in the hall outside the director’s room 
for the information of the press.

A LARGE SUGAR CANE CROP. 


Columbus Reports More Raised Than 
Ever Before. 

Columbus, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—The 
crop of sugar cane in this section of 
Georgia and Alabama this year will prob- 
ably be the largest ever raised. From all 
around come reports of a good cane crop, 
and this is especially interesting in view 
of. the efforts to diversify crops in. the 
south. 

Ever since the establishment of a sugar 
and sirup refinery here by the Williams 
Manufacturing Company, which has pro- 
vided a good home market for Georgia 
sirup, interest in cane culture has in- 
creased, and this has resulted this year 
in the planting of a large crop. In an ar- 
ticle in The Constitution some time ago 
mention was made of the fine prices re- 
ceived by farmers for sirup in this sec- 
tion last fall. Sirup sold from ® cents to 
25 cents per gallon, and at these figures 
the farmers made handsome profits. Geor- 
gia sirup is now heing sold at W cents, 
and it is predicted that it will never go 
below 22% cents or 25 cents unless the 
Porto Rican and Cuban tariff is raised, 
letting in the products of those countries. 
Mr. Johnson Williams, president of the 
Williams Manufacturing Confpany, said 
yesterday that the demand for Georgia 
sirup still continued strong, and that 
hence the excellent market for the farm- 
ers’ product was still being sustained, 
with no immediate prospect of a drop in 
the price.

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SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION CAUSE 


Fire Department Had Hard Work 
To Confine the Blaze to the Block 
While Occupants of Build- 

_ ing Narrowly Escaped 
Cremation. 


Pittsburg. Pa., June 22.—Fire in one of 
the principal down-town business blocks 
tcday caused a loss of $260,000, involving 
eight buildings, containing many cffice 
tenants. The aggregate insurance will 
more than cover this amount. The fire 
was first discovered in the rear of- the 
Eichbaum Company printing establish- 
ment, supposedly cauced by spontaneous 
combustion. The Eichbaum pbuilding 
fronts on Fifth avenue, a few doors be- 
low Wood atreet, was six stories high, and 
was tenanted by many  office-holders, 
among them being Duffs college, occupy- 
ing the two upper floors, and the Holmes 
Electric Company; on the third floor. In 
an incredibly short time the entire build- 
ing was a mass of flames, and before the 
firemen could do much effective work, had 
communicated to the Exchange National 
bank building, next door below, and fro 
there to the Hussey building, adjoining. 
Simultaneously the fire extended to James 
Piatt’s saloon and restaurant, and A. M. 
Murdock’s flower store, on the upper fe de. 
The conflagration was one of the most 
threatening scenes in Pittsburg for years, 
and for a time the bieck bounded by Fifth 
avenue, Wood, Diamond = and Market 
ftrects, seemed doomed to des'guct.on. 
Immense firebrands were carried by the 
wind to buildings in all directions, and 
numerous incipient blazes, resulted. For- 
tunately, however, the roofs of all the 
buildings in the district were soon manned 
by private fire brigades, who prevented 
the fire from spreading beyond the build- 
ings named. The rcof of the First Na- 
tional bank, 250 feet away from the Eich- 
baum building and on the other side of 
the street, caught fire, but was soon ex- 
tinguished, withovt material damage. The 
new Western. Union Telegraph . office 
building, immediately opposite  Eich- 
baum’s, was saved by the extra precau- 
tionary neasures adopted by the company 
officials. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed in the rooms of Duff's Business 
college, where fifty or more students 
were at work. The extension of the 
flames was so rapid that these people had 
to run for their lives, not having time 
to gather their belongings together. Re- 
ports were rife that several students had 
perished, Lut it is known tonight that all 
escaped unhurt. , The Eichbaum building 
was completely destroyed, and the Hus- 
sey building had the three upper stories 
burned and the lower floors flooded with 
water, 

When the Efchbaum building had been 
gutted the wall of the “‘L’”’ portion, which 
run in back of Pitiatt’s and Murdock’s 
building. fell crashing tn the rear portions 
of the Wood street buildings, occupi 3d 
by the American Pxpress Company, Paul- 
son Bros., A. M. Buhl and Kurtz. Lang- 
bein & Swartz. Several firemen were 
caught in the debris of this wall, but none 
were hurt so badly they could not con- 
tinue their work. 

The principal losses are the Eichbaum 
building, owned by Whitney. Stephenson 
& Co., $75,000; the Hussey building, owned 
by Mrs, Emma _ Alsop, $30,000; Kurtz 
Langbein & Swartz. artist supply compa- 
ny, $8,000; Duff's college, $15,000; Pittsburg 
Coal Company, $7,500; Pilatt’s saloon, $5,900: 
Paulson Bros., hatters, $5,000: American 
Express Company,$6,000, and Holmes Elec- 
tric Company $3,500. The other losers are 
distributed among the office tenants none 
of whom suffered to the extent of more 
than $2,000. The Exchange Nantional bank 
did not suffer much damage except b 
water, by reason of the fact that a 
building is only a two-story structure 
between the two big buildings, and the 
flames practically skipped over ft,

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HIS PRIZE MONRY 
PAID FOR FUNERAT 


Macon Negro in Indianapolis Receives 
a Reward. 


HELPED THE DETECTIVES 


Was Paid the Money and Suddenly 
¥ Died. 


HIS REMAINS WERE SENT TO MACON 


Accident to William Battle—Wrest- 
ling on a Car, He Falls Under 
Wheels—Loses a Leg. 


Macon, Ga., June 22 —(Special.)—The 
dead body of a negro named Cornelius 
Jackson was brought from Indianapolis 
Ind., last night for burial. He formerly 
lived here, but has been residing out 
¥Yest some time. The Indianapolis Jour- 
nal prints the following interesting story 
ef how Jackson recently came in posses- 
sion of a large sum of money and died 
in a few hours afterwards: 

“After many years of suffering from 
consumpUon and also for proper medical 
attention, Cornelius Jackson, colored 
ycsterday came into possession of S500. 


The money was one-haif the sum paid by 


the Cleveland authorities for the arrest 


and delivery of Ed Ruthven, the colored | 


murderer, who was shot here by Detec- 
tive Gerber, while attempting to shoot 
Captain Kinney, and who was for a 


number of days kept under armed guard | 


at the city hospital. 

“The money was received from Cleve- 
land yesterday by draft. When given to 
Jackson he inquired .of the detectives if 
they did not get any of it, and when 
told that the rest went into the pension 
fund he divided one-half with the de- 
tectives. He was then asked what he 
was going to do with the rest. 

““Gwine back to my home in Georgia,’ 
h> said, and then left the office. It was 
then about 2:30 py. m. 

“About 3:15 p. m. Jackson walked into 
Huder’s drug store at Pennsylvania and 
Washington streets and asked for a 
remedy of some sort. He was unable to 
talk very plainly, and while the attend- 
ant was endeavoring to understand what 
was said the man began coughing and 
covered the floor with blood from a hem- 
errhage of the lungs. He was directed 
to a doctor in the Sevensen building, 
but he got no farther than the door. He 
was then carried into the basement and 
died there before a_ physician could 
reach him. In his pocket was found an 
envelope containing the remainder of his 
share of the reward, $245.95. He had 
been drinkirg, and it was thought that 
in his condition the Hquor had hastened 
his death. He was immediately recog- 
nized by the police as Jackson. 

“Jackson lived at 1134 Lafayette street, 
and was a familiar character to the po- 
lice and has often been sentenced from 
police court to the workhouse. It was 
through him that the detectives first got 
the information that Ruthven was in 
this city, and it was Jackson who kept a 
lookout for him and advised the officers 
of his presence in the house where Cap- 
airi Kinney so nearly lost his life. His 
ody was sent to the’ morgue, where it 
was viewed by the coroner. His rela- 
tives live at Macon, Ga.”’ 


Trial of Paul Kemp. 


The hearing of evidence in the case of 
Paul Kemp, charged with sending an 
obscene letter through the mails to 
Miss Ada Bishop, was not concluded 
today before United States Commissioner 
Erwin, but will be resumed tomorrow. 
The feature of the trial today was the 
testimony of Miss Bishop. She is an ex- 
ceedingly pretty girl about sixteen years 
old. She was on the witness stand some 
time, but the public was excluded from 
the courtroom while she was testifying. 
She was attended by her father and 
mother. Miss Bishop testified that she 
had Known Kemp some time and he had 
been to see her several times and al- 
ways conducted himself gentlemanly.

Some Claim That There Is a Decrease. 
Others Say There Will Be an 
Increase—The Corn Crop.

Eatonton, Ga., June 
large grain crop that 
vested in this county is 
send to the farmers. As the result of 
two successive bad crop years, coupled 
with the very low price of cotton reccived 
in 1898, they commenced the year with 
searcely any provisions for either man or 
beast. They have been buying corn and 
roughage for their stock all the year. 
They have just reaped the largest wheat 
crop that has been raised in this section 
in many a year, and the steam separator 
can be heard tooting and exhausting in 
every locality. Besides, the oat crop has 
been fairly good—in many iocalities ex- 
cellent—and the empty barns once more 
have assumed aspect of independence and 
contentment 

But owing to the excessive rains in ¢his 
immediate Jocality farmers are having a 
rough time getting the grain thrashed. No 
doubt a great deal of it will be damaged. 
But damaged or not, there is nothing like 
biscuits made from home-raised wheat, 
especially to the man who has passed 
through the throes of the last two years 
and wants to meet the obligations of life. 
To the faithful old mule suffering from 
lampers and indigestion caused by eating 
western corn and hay, there is nothing 
better than a change to home-raised oats 
that he has been instrumental in pro- 
ducing. So, both man and beast are hap- 
py. They should be; they havea right to 
be: and al] good people rejoice with them. 

The cotton is suffering from too much 
rain. Grass is taking the fields in many 
instances. and the farmers are growing a 
little apprehensive becauSe there seems 
to be no signs of approaching fair weath- 
er. 
There seems to be a difference of -vopin- 
ion as to the acreage of cotton in this 
county. Some say there is a small in- 
crease of, say S per cent, others say it is 
about the same as that of a few years 
back: while some scem ,to think it Is less. 
Those who claim a decrease base their 
argument on the fact that, while at least 
the average number of mules died last 
year and quite a number of old ones were 
shipped out of the county and sold, very 
few new ones were brought in to supply 
their places. Again, that a great many 
negroes left the county last winter and 
spring for other sections of the country. 
This, ihey claim, lessened the laboring 
force to such an extent as to render an 
{ncrease in acreage unwise and practi- 
cably out of the question. However, it 
may be safe to say that our cotton acre- 
age.is fumy as large as last yeary 

So far corn is fine. The stalks is gen- 
erallv large and healthy, and if the con- 
tinued rains do not prevent a proper lay- 
ing-by of the crop a good yield may be 
expected. The acreage in corn is less 
than it was last year. It is claimed that 
the acreaze in small grain was at the ex- 
pense of the corn and not of the cotton 


crop.

He would refuse to let a regular physi- 
Cian_be called in to consult with him, say- 
ing that the doctors did not like his way 
of curing and he refused to have anything 
to do with them. 

Yesterday morning when he went out to 
see Mrs, Barnett he found her in a dying 
condition. The family, realizing the seri- 
ousness of the sick member, pleaded to be 
allowed to call in another physician. This 
the “‘divine healzr’’ objected to, stating if 
they wanted the daughter and wife to re- 
cover and be permanently cured of con- 
sumption they must leave the case entire- 
ly with him.

Chattahoochee ana Gulf Road. 

The Chattanocrga and Gulf railroad is 
now under rapid construction.

MINE WORKERS’ CONVENTION. 


Discussing Matters Behini Closed 
Doors—The Wage Scale. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 22.—(Special.)— 
The United Mine Workers of America, 
district of Alabama, who met in state 
convention here Wednesday, continued 
their session today, the greater part of 
the time being taken up fn the considera- 
tion of the wage scale which ts to be pre- 
sented to the operators. This matter was 
discussed behind closed doors. On yester- 
day a committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the matter of labor unions in Birm- 
ingham drawing the color line, the unions 
having requested the miners not to have 
any work done except by union labor. The 
committee reported this morning that it 
had visited the Building Trades’ Council 
and had ascertained that that organiza- 
tion did not draw the color line. It was 
learned, however, that the Birmingham 
Trades Council did not allow colored 
members to sit with their members and the 
committee will make further investiga- 
tion. Nationas President Mitchell, of the 
United Mine Workers, who is also vice 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, will assist in the investigation, and 
it is stated that in case it is ascertained 
that this statement ts a fact, the attention 
of the National Federation of Labor will 
be called to it. The miners will let this 
matter of the color line remain open for 
further investigation and discussion. The 
miners do not draw any color line and it 
ig their opinion that they cannot affiliate 
with organizations which do draw the 
color line. It is probable that this ques- 
tion will become a national one because of 
the prospective action of President 
Mitchell. 

The wage scale which the miners’ con- 
vention is considering is being acted on in 
parts. A partial report was made by the 
scale committee this afternoon andanother 
hearing is to be had later. While nothing 
official is given out as to what the miners 
will demand, it is regarded as practically 
certain that a renewal] of the present scale 
will not be asked for. 


BIRMINGHAM YOUTH’S SUICIDE. 


Stood Before Mirror and Pulled the 
Trigger. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 22 —(Special.)— 
Henry J. Erswell, the eighteen-year-old 
son of E. Erswell, a jeading undertaker 
of this city, died at 2 o’clock this morning 
in his room over his father’s undertaking 
establishment on Third avenue frum the 
effects of a pistol shot wound in the head, 
inflicted by his own hand. Young Erswell 
retired to his room about midnight. last 
night, accompanied by Charles Leather- 
wood. a friend. While he was disrobing 
he walked to a bureau upon which a re- 
volver was lying and, picking it up, placed 
the muzzle close to his forehead and pull- 
ed the trigger.

The scene which took place in the city council chamber, narrated in our 
news columng, is one which shows that we have reached a crisis in our 


local affairs. 


In order to understand the situation it is best to use direct names 
and plain words. This is done fn thé interest of the whole piblic, which 
alone has the right to consideration. and without bias for or against 
any of the individuals who stand atthe bar claiming public favors. 

The city of Atlanta has had a phenomenal growth. Whthin a gener- 
ation her franchises for public utilities have grown to the value of mil- 
lions of dollars, and have been contested for by those who saw there was 
money in them. The most important and the most pressing in point of 


time was that of rapid transit. 


All the charters granted finally consoli- 


dated, and under the control of Mr. Joel Hurt were formed into a mighty 
combination. holding the key to every part of the city and exercising a 


monopoly of street privileges. 


Opposition was. fought and run off

Wiliest, wisest and most inscrutable 
of oriental statesmen, yet measuring 
right up to the standard of diplomacy 
established by Huropean governments, 
often abused but always forgiving, the 
great Chinaman, Li Hung Chang, has 
been called from his seclusion and will 
doubtless be a leading spirit in the ne- 
gotiations which will shortly settle the 
fate of the Mongolian empire. The 
rulers of that country have not hesi- 
tated to degrade him in times of in« 
ternational peace, but when stress of

but both his mental and dhaetens ri

blood, and such has been his 
that he has never been anta onized by 
the native party, the element mainly 
responsible for the present discord.

When 
peace negotiations were opened up he 
was recalled and his knowledge of the 
world and untiring shrewdness saved 
much to the empire which would other- 
wise have been lost in a moment of 
panic and demoralization. When tne 
new emperor came to the throne his 
party attempted to push even more rad- 
ical reforms than those favored by Lt, 
and the latter’s services were once, 
more called in as mediator between the 
extremists on either side. So effective 
were his counsels at this time that the 
belief gained ground that he and the 
empress dowager had become finally 
reconciled, but that remarkable woman, 
either fearing his power or popularity, 
made him vieerdy-v? a distant province, 
effectively removing him from the the- 
ater of activity. ; . 

Now that the powers are thundering 
at the gates of the empire and that 
the court is the scene of dissension and 
intrigue a thousand times more disas- 
trous than open rebellion, Li Hung 
Chang has once again been summoned 
to the capital. For what purpose is not 
given out, but there is little doubt that 
the Chinese government proposes now 
to avail itself of the old man’s standing 
with the foreign nations and to invoke 
his fine suppleness in the consideration 
of the intricate problemg pressing for 
immediate settlement. It is very prob- 
able that Li will become the savior of 
his country and as siich his declining 
years are certain to be marked by an 
overwhelming accession of power 
abroad and influence at home,

Mark Hanna—Politician. 

Much has been said in disparage- 
ment of Marcus A. Hanna, even by 
members of his own farty—and _ the 
striking peculiarity of the comments 
is that most of them are deserved. 
Notwithstanding this, the student of 
public affairs will admit that from a 
personal standpoint Hanna is one of 
the most remarkable figures in the 
history of American politics. 

In him is seen the ultima thule of 
that marvelous and muchly anathema- 
tized class—the political boss, which 
may be said to be an almost distinct- 
ively American product. . This idea of 
the centralization of control of large 
civil bodies is not a new one, but 
it has reached its highest possible de- 
velopment in the broad field offered 
in our national politics. Other coun- 
tries have had the same thing to con- 
tend with in a milder form, but in 
America the fact that the entire gov- 
ernment, from the local coroner to the 
nation’s ruler, is chosen by his people 
giveg the matter a more comprehensive 
phase, 

Bossism has existed in every stage of 
American politics. But it has remained 
for the present century to produce a 
condition in which one man dominates 
an entire party—one powerful enough 
to gain the government of such an im- 
portant power as the United States. 
How it has been done and the events 
leading up to this remarkable condi- 
tion are stories of absorbing interest 
which can be discussed but briefly, The 
men who are foremost in this fleld rec- 
ognize the valué o7 organization; they 
appreciate the power which various 
fixed ideas and sentiments have over 
the minds of a susceptible and easily 
led public; they are ardent apostles 
of the axiom of making the devi! pay 
for his privileges; above all, they have 
a thorough knowledge of the cupidity 
of fallible human nature and the su- 
premacy of dollars over principles, and 
applying these well recognized facts to 
existing conditions we come as near a 
solution of the problem as its complex- 
ity warrants. 

Mark Hanna is the most striking {1- 
lustration of this type of politician. He 
answers to every one of the require- 
ments outlined in the foregoing para- 
graph, and it ig probable he has mas- 
terly qualities in excess of those for 
which he is given credit. His career hag 
been a phenomenal one, Gaining im- 
mense wealth through his mining, tim- 
ber, railroad and shipping interests, he 
saw in the fleld of politics a magnifi- 
cent opportunity for the exercise of 
those talents of organization and lead- 
ership with which nature had endowed 
him. The methods which he had used 
to amass his gigantic fortune had given 
him an invaluable training in the han- 
dling of men and the framing of cam- 
paigns in which terrific obstacles were 
to be encountered. He was beyond the 
need of exerting himself personally for 
the gaining of a competence, and he 
saw in politics a means of adding to 
his already vast revenue and an em- 
ployment for those alert and wonderful 
talents developed by a busy and un- 
usual life. He brought into the game 
an audacity tenfold greater than it had 
ever known before, and he made the 
prosecution of this new hobby the sub- 
ject of careful study, applying those 
same principles which had contributed 
so materially to his own rise in the 
world. He {is essentially a product of 
our modern institutions, but it is prob- 
able that many years wil] elapse before 
the recurrence of such a striking and 
well-defined representative of this type.

Chicago Inter Ocean: The territory of | 


Hawati came tnto being at midnight of 
June 18th and the laws of the United 
States superseded those of the Hawalian 
republic. Inauguration ceremonies were 
held on June 14th and Sanford B, Dole, 
successively president of the republic and 
acting governor, became governor of the 
territory. Hawall has been American soll 
since August 12, 1898, when our flag was 
hoisted and annexation formally declared. 
June 13th marks the complete accomplish- 
ment of the hopes of Hawali’s most prog- 
ressive citizens. The date is also notable 
because it marks the fina] acquiesence of 
the native Hawalians in the new order. 
The native Hawalians were naturally at- 
tached to their hereditary rulers and were 
slow to understand the necessity of the 
movement which overthrew the monarchy 
and established the republic and sought 
annexation. Bven when annexation was 
an accomplished fact they held aloof, but 


they have gradually seen the error of 


their position. Even the former queen 
has accepted the situation, and in an ad- 
dress to the members of the native con- 
vention recently held urged upon them 
“the importance of doing our duty as 
American citizens.” The Hawallans are 
American citizens now and they perceive 
that they have a higher title and station 
than they had as subjects of & monarchy. 


THE FEDERAL CENSUS. 
Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune: The 
officials in charge of the census bureau in 
Washington are keeping secret alj returns 
of the population of big cities, with the 
view, perhaps, of giving the results to 
the public when all returns are in. This is 
pad policy.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

Boston Evening Transcript: The steady 
decline of the once powerful Knights of 
Labor, which has been going on for ten 
years past, seems now to have culminated 
in a factional fight that threatens com- 
pletely to wreck the organization. Two 
conventions are in session in Washington, 
each claiming to be the ong legal 48- 
sembly of the order. The chief aim of 
each faction is to depose the officers of 
the other. The result of the contest will 
probably be mutual annihilation. The de- 
cadence of this organization has been 
brought about by certain defect, in its 
constitution and by unwise tactics on the 
part of its leaders. The membership has 
been heterogeneous; the aims have been 
confused and conflicting. The leaders 
have paid more attention to platform 
rhetoric and political schemes than to 
the real interests of labor. As @ result 
the order has been pushed to the wall by 
the better managed American Federation 
of Labor. The present dissension will 
hasten the inevitable disappearance of the 
order, 


THIS CHINESE SITUATION. 

New York Press: There is immensely 
more at stake than a comparatively few 
human lives. In a political sense China 
stands today between the Cossack and 
Asia as Poland stood two cehturles ago 
between Christian Europe and the over- 
running Turk. The partition of China has 
come to be a problem that ho'ds immense 
world destinies. And the question of the 
dismemberment of this vast empire, with 
the fearful preponderance of Russla 
which this will imply, is now fn the bal- 
ance. The imperial government must soon 
show its ability to cope with the situa- 
tion or the consequencés must come, The 
certainty that Seymour’s force had been 
blotted out, the legations destroyed and 
all ministers massecred would drive 
Europe to instant action: If, on the other 
hand, the more favorable news is trust- 
worthy, there is hope of peace with less 
alarming consequences. 


THE POWERS IN NORTH CHINA, 

Philadelphia Press: Admiral Seymout 
is in Pekin. The legations are safe. This 
news will relieve the civilized world, 
which seemed neat the prospect of a ca- 
tastrophe more awful than any since the 
Indian. mutiny. Admtral Seymour evi- 
dently found opposed to him the same 
swarms of Manchu horse which enveloped 
the Anglo-French advance on Pekin in 
1860, but the organized Chinese army does 
not appear to have banmred the way, 
though doubtless with its loose discipline 
many individual soldiers probably joined 
in resisting Admiral Seymour.

AMBERICAN MANAGEMENT IN CUBA. 

Baltimore Herald: There is a Cuban 
element that has maintained an unceasing 
attitude of fault-finding and suspicion to- 
ward the authorities representing the 
United States ever since the overthrow 
of Spanish rule. The revelations of fraud 
in the posta] department gave 4 seeming 
coler of truthfulness to the wholesale ac- 
cusations of mismanagement and extrava- 
gant waste, and General Wood was finally 
moved to order an investigation of the 
treasurer’s office by expert accountants, 
extending over the full period from the 
date of its inception. The best experts 
in the United States were engaged, and 
instructions were given them to be thor- 
ough in whatever they did. The treas- 
urer’s office was found in excellent condi- 
tion. It has been openly charged that ex- 
travagamm salaries are paid to Americans 
from isiand funds.

The highest 
salaries paid in the island are 
paid to Cubans, Other forms of alleged 
extravagance are shown by the expert in- 
vestigations to have no foundation In fact. 
Concerning the result of the examination 
General Wood says: “It is important to 
have the conclusions they have reached 
published, for we find it difficult to keep 
military men doing the work of civilians 
without extra pay. It is a thankless task 
for them at the best, and they are called 
thieves every day in the local papers.” 
Nothing can be more shamelessly un- 
grateful than the attitude of some of 
these alleged Cuban patriots. 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 

Chicago Times-Herald: The impression 
conveyed on the whole is that the preju- 
dices of both Russians and Japanese have 
been aroused, but that the responsibie 
politicians on both sides are not courting 
an outbreak of hostilities. It is clearly 
intimated also that Russia's genera] plan 
is to get what she can by stealth and 
intrigue up to the point where pressure 
is applied, when she will yield. She is 
certainly not siow, however, with her 
work gt Port Arthur. It is gaid that 
90.000 Chinege coolies are at work on the 
fortifications there. The hills about the 
harbor are covered with them, “swarm- 
ing like ants on a piece of meat.’’ More- 
over, another vast mob is hurrying the 
railroad connections. ‘“‘The Niu-chwang 
railway has contracted to carry 95,000 
coolies to the Russian railway, and the 
men are being carried over the Chinese 
line at the rate of 4,000 a day.” It is 
probable, therefore, that Russia will goon 
have a great advantage over Japan on 
the mainland, but there is an outside ele- 
ment that makes it doubtful if the two 
nations will ever fight over the possession 
of Chinese soll. All the great powers are 
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government shal] 


60 deeply interested now in the future of 


the empire that its integrity is likely to 
be preserved. If China is to be partition- 
ed it will be by international agreement. 


RUSSIAN SWAY IN THE EAST. 

Chicago News: By far the most signifi- 
cant fact in regard to the situation in 
China is Russia’s relation to it and the 
probable results of that relation. While 
ail the western powers, including Ameri- 
ca, afe promptly sending svuldiers and 
ships to China to protect foreigners resi- 
dent in the empire, those best informed 
upon the subject cannot help but see that 
what is an extremity to most of the other 
natoins involved is Russia's opportunity. 
For years the world has heard at times of 
the expanding empire of the czar, stretch- 
ine rapidly pver all northern Asia, until 
the Chinese-Japanese war afforded it the 
opportunity of planting its eastern out- 
post on the shores of the Pacific. A raii- 
eoad 6,106 miles long, a magnificent broad- 
gauge structure, went with, or, rather, 
Jnay be said to have preceded thig trek- 
king of Eugoppean Russians across the fef- 
tile plains of Siberia—a region three times 
as large as Europe, with rich, undulating 
prairles not unlike those of the Mississippi 
valley, where’ Indian corn wil] grow in 
the south and where In the north wil] yet 
be developed a wheat field that will be- 
come the yranary of the world. Recent 
travelers have wholly dispelled the illu- 
sion cultivated by the geographies of even 
& decade gz two ago that Siberia is a 
frozen, desolate land of but little value 
for the purposes of civilization. Now 
opened up by the most prolific and, in 
some respects, most sturdy of Puropean 
peoples, it offers the largest remaining 
expanse of uncultivated, tillable tand to 
the human race. Russia, then, is in touch 
with the east and ready for a still further 
extension of her power, which on the 
s0uth already has been carried almost to 
the gates of India.

} MAORITY EXONORATE nM 


They, However, Declare That He Has 
Been Inactive. 


INVESTIGATION WILL STIMULATE HIM 


“Such Is the Belief of the Majority 


Expressed in a Report Which 
Was Approved Last Night. 
Was a Very Quiet 

. Session. 


Two reports, one declaring that the po- 
lice department has better discipline and 
is more thoroughly organized than it ever 
was in the past, and the other announcing 


that the chief of the department, W. FP. 


Manly, has been guilty of uncfiicer-like 
conduct, has violated the rules of the de- 
partment, and has been guilty of neglect 
of duty, are the outcome of the delibera- 
tions of the committee appointed by tho 


beard of police commissionérs to inquire 


into the affairs of the department. 

These two reports will be submitted to 
the commussioners at a call meeting of 
the board in the near future. The date 
of the meeting has not been decided upon, 
Captain W. H. Brotherton having an- 
nounced last night that he would Issue the 
cal] as soon as Mayor Woodward returned 
to the city. 

Chief Manly was not present at the 
meeting of the committee last night. The 
session, however, was not secret, and sev- 
eral policemen wandered into the room 
while it.jwas in progress. 

When the chairman of the committee, 
Captain Brotherton, reached the board- 
room he found Commissioner W. O. Jones 
occupying his regular seat at the commlis- 
sioners’ table. He sat upright with his 
head thrown lightly back. He had the 
appearance of one who is about to per- 
form a very unpleasant duty. It was 


Commissioner Jones who will int*oduca 


the minor:ty censuring Chief 
Manly. 

To the left of Commissionér Jones sat 
Commissioner Fcx. He was silent, but 
puffed vigorously upon a huge cigar. He 
evidently knew of what would happen. He 
merely nodded to his conferees as they 
entered, but nothing that transpired 
escaped him: 

Behind the chairman, Commissioner 
Johnson ¢ntered the room. He wus in 
jovial spirits and called pleasantiy to 
every ons both witheut and insids the 
committee room. Commissioner Johnson 
had the majority report in his coat pocket 
and introduced it a few minutes later. 


Both Reports Are Short. 

Both the majority and minority reports 
The minority document 1s 
signed only by Commissioner Jones; the 
majority report is signed by W. H. Broth- 
erton, George E. Johnson and Amos Fox. 
The majority report recommends that no 
further action be taken by the board of 
polite commissioners in regard to the in- 
vestigation. The minority report states 
what Commissioner Jones thinks has been 
adduced from the testimony, but makes 
ho recommendation. It is probable that 
Commissioner Jones will make his recotn- 
mendations verbally to the commissioners 
when his report is read. 

An interesting sentence In the majority 
report ‘s that concerning the alleged som- 


report, 


nolence of Chief Manly in the opera house | 


and in the council chamber. The com- 
Mitteemen declare in their report that 


they do not consider this neglect of duty 


Or misconduct at all. 

Even the majority report, however, bor- 
ders closely on a roast for the chief. At 
best, it contains a veiled hit to him. 
The paragraph referred to is as follows: 
“We think, however, that the chief 

should be more active ir the discharge 

of his duties; but we attribute this 
inactivity largely to his il) health, and 
we hops and believe this investigation 

Will stimulate him to a mofe active 

discharge of his duties.” 


With this guarded hint to the chief, the 


majority report recommends that the in- 
vestigation be stopped. 


The Minority Report. 

The minority report is not so mild in its 
deductions. In full, it is as follows, and 
Will be rea@ at the next meeting of the 
board of police commissioners: 

“To the Honorable Board of Police 
Commissioners—Ths evidence adduced 
during the investigation by your com- 
mittee ‘nto the affairs of the police 
department, proves: 

“1. That Chief W. P. Manly has 
been guilty of unofficer-like conduct, 
in tha: he has frequently been séen 
apparently asleep in the Gramd opeta 

_ house during public performances and, 

On one occasion, at a meeting of the 

Seneral council, each time being in unl- 

form, such conduct bringing reproach 

upon and causing unfavorable criti- 

Cism of the police department. 

“2. That he failed, after having been 
properly petitioned to do so, to abate 
lewd houses on Aubirn avenue, such 
heglect continuing for several months 
and the disreputable women complain- 
ed of not being required to vacate the 
premises cccupied by them until after 
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this investigation began. This was a 
particularly flagrant violation of the 
rules of the department, because the 
premises occupied by the women were 
located in the immediate vicinity ‘of 
two of the largest colored churches in 
the city. The official members of sald 
churches have joined in and urgently 
requested the abatement of these 
houses. 

“8. That he has persistently violated 
the rule of the department which re- 
quires him to frequently visit the men 
on their beats. 

“4. That he has been guilty of neg- 
lect of duty by almost daily absence 
from nis office for long periods when 
the interest of the city and his duty 
required him to be there. Respectfully 
submitted, W. 0. JONES.” 

Report of the Majority. 

The majority report, signed by three 
members of the committee, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Teo the Honorable the Board of 
Police Commissioners—Gentlemen: 
Your committee appointed to make an 
investigation into the affairs of the 
police department, including the con- 
duct of the chief of police, has finish- 
ed its investigation of said department 
and officer, a report of which is sub- 
mitted as follows: 

“We find from the testimony of of- 
fieers, privates and defailed detec- 
tives who have been on the force from 
ten to twenty years, that the depart- 
ment is at present in better working 
order, has better discipline and is more 
thoroughly organized than it ever was 
in the past. 

“No specific -charge was filed 
against the chief, but much evidence 
was heard on the question of whether 
he had neglected his official duties 
or been guilty of misconduct in refer- 
ence to the following matters: 

‘1. The question whether he pro- 
tected certain persons on Auburn av- 
enue in continuing their residence, 
or whether he neglected to remove 
them, or whether it was his duty to 
remove them. 

‘9 Whether the chief went to sleep 
in the opera house. 

“8 Whether the chief went to sleep 
at the council chamber during session 
of the council. 

‘4. Whether the chief failed to visit 
the men under him, as prescribed by 
the rules. 

"Your commjstee reports that the 
greater weight of evidence on al] these 
matters is in favor of the chief. The 
evidence touching the Auburn avenue 
matter clearly vindicates him, show- 
ing that he performed his duty and 
should not have done more than he 
did do under the circumstances. 

“Evidence adduced went to show 
that he had been asleep, or apparent- 
ly so, in the opera house and coun- 
cil ¢hamber, but we do not consider 
this any néglect of duty or misconduct 
at all on his part. We think, how- 
ever, that the chief should be more 
active in the discharge of his duties, 
but we attribute this inactivity large- 
ly to his ill health, and we hope and 
believe this investigation will stimu- 
late him to a more active discharge of 
his duties. 

“There was no proof going to show 
that he had failed or neglected to 
visit the men on their béats as pre- 
scribed by the rules. 

“We find no evidence sustaining the 
fact that efther officers or privates of 
the department have failed or neg- 
lected to perform their duties, and 
therefore recommend that no further 
action be taken regarding this inves- 
tigation. Respectfully submitted,

This majority report. Commissioner 
Johnson pulled from his pocket directly 
after Chairman Brotherton had rapped 
for order. It was read by Mr. Patterson, 
clerk of the board. While the reading 
was in progress Commissioner Jones took 
a paper from his pocket and sat holding 
it with both hands. 

“Here is a substitute I would like to 
offer for that report,’’ said Commissioner 
Jones when the reading was through. 

“Read it, Mr. Clerk,” said Chairman 
Brotherton, and Mr, Patterson read the 
roast for the chief. 

“? did not have time to have a lawyer 
draw that.’ .said Commissioner Jones, 
“Tl would therefore like to take it and 
get it in better shape for the board.” 

‘TA jJawyer didn’t draw this one, either,’’ 
said Commissioner Fox, picking up the 
majority report. “I never practiced law a 
day in my life.’’ 

Commissioner Fox winked at The Con- 
stitution’s reporter, He wag not oblivious 
to the unconscious compliment from 
Commissioner Jones. 

Commission Fox, while Commissioner 
Jones was signing his report, made an 
informal remark about the Auburn ave- 
nue matter, saying that the chief had 
done all that was expected of him. 

“He did not have those women moved,” 
replied Commissioner Jones as he con- 
tinued writing. 

“He was not instructed by the recorder 
to do so,"" answered Commissioner Fox. 
‘The cases were put on the recorder’s 
docket and never have been tried.” 

“It was not the recorder’s place to tell 
the chief to move the women,’’ answered 
Commissioner Jones. ‘This is the first 
time I ever heard it sald that the chief 
should not make such women move when 
he wanted to.”’ | 

Chairman Brotherton announced that 
he would call a meeting of the board as 
soon as Mayor Woodward returned to 
the city. The committee was in session 
about fifteen minutes, having met at

ona Growing Worse. 
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There are deferders of the constitutton- 
al amendment placing the election of 
circuit judges and solicitors in the hands 
of the psople—many of them—as well as 
detractors. The g@neral intention in of- 
ficial circles, however, is to take no posi- 
tion for or against the amendment until 
it develops by experience whether it is 
geod or bad. ; 

Bunt one election has been held since the 
amendment went {nto effect, and while 
the people voted either for solicitor or for 
judge and_ solicitor in twenty-one out cf 
the twenty-four judicial circuits, there 
Will probably be no attempt on the part of 
the next legislature to judge a change 
of so material and vital character until 
it has recelved more than one trial. 

Immediately after the primary of May 
Idth the air wag full of adverse and fa- 
vorable comments—the working of the 
amen nent as a staté measure evidently 
being judged finally by local results 
which were naturally pleasing at one 
Place and objectionable at another. In 
one circuit a protest was raised because 
the candidates for judge and solicitor per- 
force came down on a level with the 
‘“horny-handed.”” In another circuit this 
communion with the “horny-handed” had 
a decidedly pleasing effect, and here the 
amendment wasregarded as. entirely 
proper and appropriate, 

“Any agitation for a change back to 
the old plan,” said a prominent state offi- 
cial yesterday, ‘‘must necessarily be pre- 
rrature and unwaftanted. It may be as 
many suggest, that the new amendment 
does not bring about satisfactory results, 
but how can this be known untill it is 
thoroughly tried at the ballot box? I 
know that the amendment was the result 
of careful deliberation on the part of the 
legislature. It took time to bring it 
alout, and the people of Georgia voted 
for it, presumably after ascertaining 
what they were doing. Before another 
change is made, it might be well to learn 
definitely and without doubt the effect 
cf the present plan.”’ 

This expression, given by one of the 
leading officials of the state, appears te 
be the sentiment that controls in official 
circles and the one that will without 
doubt control in the next leigislature, It 


is doubtful even if the subject will be. 


mentioned in the next house or senate. 

There are many prominent Georgians 
who hold to the opinion that time will 
prove the amendment to be an unpopu- 
lar one. This is a different thing from 
a demand for immediate change. In the 
constitutional convention of 1877 the elec- 
tion of judges and sulicitors was given 
especial attention, and many of the ablest 
men in that convention came forward 
with theories and solutions. In a mem- 
orable address to the convention Charles 
J. Jenkins after reviewing the various 
plans advanced—that of appointment by 
the governor, election by the people and 
eection by the general assembly—ex- 
pressed the opinion that in the last svlu- 
tion—election by the assembly—there ap- 
peared to be the least danger, and he ad- 
vised its adoption, 

Election by the legislature has been giv- 
en atrial. The peopfte of the state have 
done away with that plan, and judging 
alone by their action, the trial was not 
attended with favorable results. The 
second plan of electing by the people is 
now heng its trial, and the prevglling 
belief is that the trial should be a fair 
and impartial one. 


Major J. W. Warren, secretary of the 
state executive department, is, next to 
Governor Candler, probably the best 
known Georgian at the statehouse, His 
figure has been a familiar one to the men 
in public life for the last quarter of a 
century, for Major Warren has held the 
position of executive secretary since 1872 
Serving continuously through the al- 
mninistration @ of Governors Colquitt, 
Stephens, Boynton, McDaniel, Gordon, 
Northen, Atkinson and Candler, he has 
coume in contact with the men who have 
given the state all that is best in its his- 
tcry, and his memory of them is of a de- 
lightful personal mature. During the 
years of his early manhood he no only 
heard the great Georgians of that day 
speak, but many of them—Toombs, 
Stephens, Jenkins, Berrien, Cobb and 
Brown—he knew personally when they 
Were young men and were just coming 
into prominence. 

Major Warren was born in 18% in 
North Carolina, and came with his father 
to settle in Georgia when he was four 
years old. His maternal grandmother 
kept the inn of the “Indian Queen” at 
Baltmeore, and on several occasions en- 
tertained George Washington and his mil- 
itary staff. When he came to Georgia 
as a boy and settled at Columbus, the 
place was nothing more than a trading 
station, and he states that during those 


early years the Creek Indians were large- 
ly kis associates. 

Major Warren graduated at the ent 
versity of Georgia, and afterwards attend- 
ed the Harvard Jaw school. During the 
war he lived at Columbus, and was part 
owner of the only newspaper published in 
the town. At the close of the war i.e 
was taken prisoner and carried to Ma- 
con. He was released at Macon, and on 
returning to his home found that his 
printing establishment and all his ma- 
terlal effects had been completely de- 
stroyed by the federal troops, 

Immediately after the war Major War- 
ren moved to his plantation in Calhoun 
county, where he remained until 1875, 
when he accepted the place of executive 
secretary under Governor Smith. 

There is no srore efficient public servant 
at the statehouse than Major Warren, 
and this fact explains his long tenure o/ 
office. Though his frame is somewhat 
shaken by age and his step is slow, his 
mind is still keen and no work to which 
he is called 1s allowed to go undone,

The woman 
was employed as a nurse and was charged 
with taking the necklace from Judge 
Calhoun’s child. The jury found her guii- 
ty of stealing goods valued at less than 
$0, and Judge Candler ordered that she 
pay-a fine of $75, to include all costs. 

Jesse Grant, a young negro, was de- 
clared not guilty of burglary, while John 
Carter, colored, was convicted of per- 
jury. He was given five years in the 
penitentiary. The solicitor stated that 
Grant had already been sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary by Judge Rich- 
ard Clark for other offenses.

RECORD BROKEN 


Two Inches Recorded in Atlanta Dur- 
ing Yesterday. 


LET UP NOT IN. SIGHT 


Weather Indications Are for More 
Rain Today. 


COTTON CROP MAY BE DAMAGED 


Forecaster Marbury Says if Rain 
Will Discontinue Crop Will Not 
Be Badly Injured. 


The situation as to rain has been a bit 
disquieting for a fortnight, but the tre- 
mendous downpour of the past forty- 
eight hours has been something alarm- 
ing, so far as crops are concerned, and 
superlatively disagreeable. If the celes- 
tial floodgates are not closed soon, the 
soaked and bedraggled denizens of this 
neck of the mundane sphere wil sprout 
web pedal extremities and emigrate to 
Portland, Oregon. 

Within the last thirty-six hours some- 
thing over two inches of rain has falien 
in Atlanta. This in itself is not phe- 
ncrmrenal, but coupled with the fact that 
it has been raining abnormally for more 
than a.month past, and not a single clear 
day recorded by the weather bureau 
since Jiine began, it makes one fear 
that the waterworks of the unlverse are 
out of whack. 

The entire rainfall {n June of last vear 
did not aggregate quite an inch and a 
half—to be exact, 1.46. In one day, then. 
of the present Jun*, as much rain has 
fallen as fell ir thirty days at the same 
season last year 

Last June went to the other extreme, 
however, and was considered aie dry 
month. In a normal June 3.93 inches of 
rain is expected to fall. So far this 
rcnth, slightly over six inches of rain 
has fallen. If the present rate of pre- 
cipitation continues, June, 1900, will not 
only be a record-smasher, but it will be 
a crop-destroyer. 

Forecaster Marbury, who keeps tab on 
the weather up on the tenth floor of the 
Prudential building, talked of crop pros- 
pects in general and the cotton outlook 
in particular as he watched tho wet pan- 
orama out the window yesterday after- 
noon. The reporter had shown him a 
letter to The Constitution from a farmer 
who was in the depths of pessimism 
abcut his cotton 

“I don’t think such fears are justified 
this early in the season,’’ said Professor 
Marbury. “It is true conditions are any- 
thing but favorable for cotton, and have 
been for three weeks or more past, but a 
few days of sunshine will see the farm- 
ers getting the upper hand of the weeds 
and grass, and clearing weather is rea- 
sonably sure to come before the plant 
has been really damaged.”’ 

When asked if he thought the fleecy 
staple would fall short of the estimates 
made by the New York cotton exchange, 
he answered: 

“There is as yet nothing in weather 
conditions ‘to materially change the fig- 
ures of the prospective yield, the relia- 
bility of which I do not pretend to know 
anything about. The cotton belt from 
the Mississippi to the Atlantic seaboard 
is too wet at present, but, as I said, a 
few days may put things right. The 
western section, which includes Texas, 
with her enormous acreage, and the in- 
creased acreage of the Indian Territory, 
and other trans-Mississippi cotton-pro- 
ducing regions, is not suffering from ex- 
cessive rain, and our bulletins from 
there indicate that growing conditions 
are about all that could be desired. It 
takes a iong time to make cotton, and it 
can stand more wet weather ncw than 
when the danger of the boll worm is 
upon it. The rains will, of course, in- 
cicase the labor of the farmer immense- 
ly, but 1 do not think he wil abandon 
his fields to the grass in Georgia this 
year. 1 do not believe there is occasion 
at this time for gloomy forebodings aud 
declarations or failure.’’

ALDERMEN SAY — 
CHARGES UNTRUE

statement. Alderman Beutell took his 
seat with an expression of evident relief. 
Alderman Day then arose. 

His face showed almost equal emo- 
tion. 

“I rise to reiterate the sentiments ex- 
pressed in Alderman Beutell’s statement,”’ 
he said. “I have lived in Atlanta for 
many years. My record in private and 
public life is well known. I have never 
committed a public act that would give 
rise for such accusations as have been 
made. They are utterly and absolutely 
faise. I will state further that I will in- 
vite any investigation to disprove Mr. 
Hurt’s statements.”’ 

Maddox Raises Objection. 

Immediately Councilman Maddox se- 
cured the floor. His manner indicated 
considerable feeling and excitement. As 
he spoke he walked to and fro in front 
of his customary seat. 

“Il know nothing in the world of these 
charges,’’ he said, “except what I have 
read of them in the morning paper. It 
stems to me that if such charges had 
been made against me I would demand 
of this body a full and searching investi- 
gation. Personally, I would ineist on it. 
I know absolutely nothing against Al- 
derman Beutell or Alderman Day. On 
the other hand. I have no reason to think 


that Mr. Hurt is not an honorable gen- 
4 


tleman. J think such statements as he 
has made demand an in®estigation.’’ 
Would Insist on Proof. 

Councilman Grady agreed with Mr. 
Maddox. 

“I think that Mr. Hurt should be made 
to prove these charges or swallow them,”’ 
he exclaimed with emphasis. 

“I simply make this as a suggestion 
in justice to the two gentlemen he has 
charged. I think ic only fair to them 
that he be invited to come before this 
body and make his charges openly. 
Were I similarly situated I certainly 
would demand that he be brought befvre 
coundil.”’ 

Councilman Roy: “I think that the 
charges are most uncalled for. They are 
dn a sense a side slap at every man who 
has opposed Mr. Hurt in his various 
measures. I agree with Mr. Grady that 
Hurt should either be made to prove the 
truth of his statements or retract them.” 

Alderman Johnson: “I move that this 
council express its confidence in the. per- 
conal integrity of its two members, Al- 
dermen Day and Beutell, who have been 
made the direct objects of charges by 
Jcel Hurt. I think that this body should 
express this confidence by a rising vote.’’ 

Opposed to Dignifying Charges. 

There was no second to Aiderman John- 
scn’s motion, 

“I wish to say,’ remarked Councilman 
Pope, ‘‘that I have no objection to. Alder- 
man Johnson’s motion. I am, however, 
opposed to dignifying with the slightest 
notice these charges of Mr. Hurt’s. Coun- 
cil, in my opinion, should take no notices 
of them.’’ 

Councilman Maddox: 
vote on that motion. 
truth of the charges.’’ 

Councilman Longino: “I approve what 
Mr. Pope has said. I do not believe that 
we can afford to dignify these charges in 
any way whatever. If we do, the time 
will come when every one will be liable 
to an investigation.”’ 

Counciiman Grady explained his posi- 
tion more fully by saying that the only 
reason he had suggested an investigation 
was through motives of justice to Alder- 
men Day and Beutell.

A telegram received yesterday from 
Congressman Livingston stated that Pres- 
ident McKinley would receive the Atlanta 
delegation Monday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Coionsl William A. Hemphill, a mem- 
ber of the general committee of the re- 
union of the blue and gray, will appoint 
the mempers of the special committee, 

Nothing will be ‘eft undone to bring 
President McKinley here during ine re- 
union as a guest of the city of Atlanta. 
The members of the committee have rea- 
son to believe that the president will ac- 
cept the invitation jf he can possibly do 
so. His presence wiil render doubly sure 
the entire success of the tig reunion, 

With President MoKinley and Governor 
Roosevelt as the two central figures of 
the big gathering, many other prominent 
men in yarious parts of the country wiil 
be attracted to the reunion. Whea the 
president visited Atlanta two years ago, 
on the occasion of the Peace Jubilee, he 
made a notabie and stirr.ng speech that 
attracted widespread attenuon. He spoKe 
of the harmony existing between the 
north and the south, and commended the 
pian to inark the graves of confederate 
veterans in various states. Becauags of 
this and other public utterances along the 
same line, it is thought that the president 
will heartily approve the motive and 
spirit of -he blue and gray reunion, and 
will be willing to assure its success by 
coming to Atlanta. 

The announcement that he would be 
invited has been received with enthusi- 
asm.

Judge John T. Pendleton, as auditor in 
the case of T. J. Ripley, receiver. against 
= Sah age Dayton et al.. yesterday filed his re- 
port in the State Savings bank case in 
the supertor court. 

According to that report the auditor 
Says he finds that the money in the hands 
of the receiver and the available assets 
in his hands and the judgments, which 
he tinds should be rendered against stock- 
holders, will.not in the aggregate amount 
to the unpaid liabilities of the State Bay- 
ings bank, 

He finds further that certain of the in- 
terested parties do not live in this state 
and declares that J. C. Dayton, J. C. 
Dayton & Co., Union Lean did Trust 
Company, D. H. Livermore and C. H. 
Behre & Co., stockholders, are insolvent. 

Auditor Pendleton declares that a num- 
ber of persons, whom he names in his re- 
port, were stockholders in the State Say- 
ings bank and finds that they are Hable 
for amounts varying from $8 to $16,000. 
He says that the receiver entitled to 
judgments against each of these stock- 
holders for the amounts, which the audi- 
tor has determined in his report the 


court 

The 
findings against the stockholders is 351,- 
1. He also finds that the State Savings 
bank was duly incorporated under the 
laws of the state; that it was legally or- 
ganized; that its charter was valid and 
its capital stock legally issued. Further, 
he finds that the company was conducting 
a& general banking business and that it 
Was authorized to do so under its char- 
ter, prior to and at the time of its fail- 
ure, 

Auditor Pendleton’s Report. 

In full the auditor’s report is as fol- 
lows:

OUR CANNING FACTORY; 
AN BARLY EXPERIMENT 


My sketch, the other day, giving some 
points about Atianta’s first match factory 
seems to have attracted considerable at- 
tention, and several genflemen who re 
eided elsewhere during the war have in- 
formed me that they had a similar experi- 
perience with the matches made in their 
localities. 

In those days, under our adverse condi- 
tions, it was very difficult to succeed with 
our manufacturing enterprises. We were 
blockaded by sea and land, and it was al- 
most impossible for ug to procure tools, 
material and supplies, 


The second summer after the surrender 
we were in a better fix, but some of our 
industrial efforts were conspicuous faii- 
ures, 

Young and inexperienced men started 
factories and shops. They were without 
training, and they were hampered by the 
lack of capital and expert bands 

Nearly every one of these ventures 
failed, but the one star attraction of the 
whole lot was our canning factory. 

It was Atlunta’s firat effort in that line. 
Two or three young men who had so0ms 
ready cash rented’ a@ large pbuilding on 
Soyth Broad street; employed about 100 
girls and boys, and preceeded to buy all 
tthe peaches in this part of Georgia. 

A contract Was made with our leading 
tin shop for two-pound cans, and ia a 
short time the factory was the busiest 
place in the cily. 


It was a wonderful year for peaches, 
and they were dumped here in such quan- 
tities that we were able to buy the finest 
for # cents a bushel,

CROP TWO-THIRDS RUINED 


The Condition Is Called a Veritable 
- Disaster. 


JULY GAINED ONLY A SMALL FRACTION 


Corn Active, Strong and 3-4 to 7-8c 
Higher—Oats Fraction Up—Pro- 
visions Strong and Active. 


Chicago, June 22.—Northwest crop reports 
were more sensationally unfavorable than ever 
today, but wheat contented itself with holding 


firm, July closing %c over yesterday. Heavy 
realizing militated against pronounced advance. 
Corn was active and strong, helped by wheat, 
a better export demand and renewed -buying by 
local bulls, July closing %@%c higher. Oats 
closed %c up. Provisions were strong and ac- 
tive. Pork closed 50c, July lard 25c¢ and July 
ribs 22%c over yesterday. 

SiOculators had to swallow long wheat in 
heavy chunks throughout the session, and at 
times July dipped under yesterday's close. The 
northwest spring condition was still the strong- 
hold of the bulls, and the reports are of such a 
pessimistic tenor that a gain instead of a loss 
in price was made. There was active, not to 
say excited, trading, and the market was fe- 
verish. A feeling that the northwest shortage | 
was already discounted was somewhat pre- 
valent. Profit taking, however, did not change 
this opinion. In other words, it was held by 
many that the price had advanced sufficiently 
to allow today’s unfavorable news to be with- | 
out the usual bullish influence. From the north- 
west the crop probabilities were generally re- 
ported two-thirds ruined, and the condition 
called a veritable disaster. Statistician Snow, 
of the board of trade, just back from a thor- 
ough investigation of the situation, is reported 
to have declared that the two Dakotas would 
not raise over 40,000,000 bushels, while other 
authorities said the three northwestern states 
together with Manitoba, would not produce 
over 60,000,000 bushels this year. July open- 
ed 44 to %c over yesterday at 83% to 83%c, and 
shortly afterwards scold at 82\%c. The open- 
ing bulge was under the influence of news of 
the character hereinbefore mentioned, and the 
slump was on profit taking by longs. The 
northwest was still a buyer, but while follow- 
ing the opening, the market fluctuated accord- 
ing as the pressure from tongs was heavy or 
merely easy.

Feature in Iron Trade—The , 
Export Demand Is Good. 


New York, June 22.-—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

ha -eeenenen dullness in distributive trade 
and industry“and further reductions of prices 
of manufactured goods, particularly iron and 
steel and raw textiles, but a marked upward 
movement in nearly all agricultural products 
are the leading features of the busimess situa- 
tion this week. 

‘Wheat has advanced !4c per bushel since 
June Ist and 20c from the low point reached 
in November, a gain over the latter period of 
27 per cent in price. 

“Corn crop advices are still in a high degree 
encouraging, but that cereal has synfpathized 
with wheat, as have also oats, and hog pro- 
ducts have in turn felt the quickening: influence 
of higher prices for corn. 

‘“‘Impruved demand for dairy products is re- 
flected in slight advances this week. 

‘Crop damage has been a moving cause for 
the advance in the price of cotton, though the 
danger of the short side on the old crop has 
been evident for some time past fn the critical 
condition of the visible supply of cotton. 

‘Some weakness has been noted in cotton 
goods without. however, favorably affecting 
distribution. Retai]) trade in dry goods has 


| been helped by warmer weather. 


‘Wool is lower and the woolen goods mar- 
ket is rather quiet, awaiting the next London 
sale and the opening of the spring weight sea- 
son. 

‘‘Weakness of price is still the leading fea- 
ture of the iron trade, and jlower quotations 
are noted for pig iron. Structaral material has 
also verified predictions in a decline of from $7 
to $9 per ton. Domestic ordars for irons are 
perhaps slitghtly more numerous, but are for 
small quantities. 

‘Talk of systematie shutdowns of iron fur- 
naces producing for the oper market comes 
chiefly from the south, but while this subject 
is under consideration the @isemse is finding a 
partial cure in the going out of blast of a num- 
ber of less economical furnaces and the sum- 
mer shutdown of many mills.

Due to Sympathy with Better Feeling 
in London. 


BROOKLYN TRANSIT WAS VERY WEAK 


Was a Fitful and Feverish Rally 
Late and the Market Closed 
Much Unsettled.

NewYork, June 22.—The stock market de- 
veloped acute weakness before the close today, 
offering a surprise to professional traders who 
tame down to Wall street under the impres- 
sion that the market had been oversold an 
was due for a rally. This conviction was 
strengthened by the early course of the market 
which opened higher in sympathy with Lon- 
don, where there was a bétter feeling on ac- 
count of the lack of confirmation of some of the 
alarmist rumors regarding conditions in China. 
The buying of the Reading stocks and of New 
Jersey Central which made such an impression 
on sentiment yesterday, was still in evidence, 
and during the course of the first hour some of 
the railroads had advanced as much as i to [% 
points above last night. The steel stocks had 
rallied from an opening depression, and were 
bought on the cheerful views of the outlook for 
the iron market, and the local traction stocks 
rallied on covering of short contracts. The de- 
cision of the international bankers not to ship 
gold on tomorrow’s steamer, the fall in ex- 
change rates having wiped out the profit on 
the operation, was a stimulating factor. Dur- 
ing the course of the first hour, however, large 
offerings began to appear in Northern Pacific, 
coupled with renewed reports of disastrous 
confitions in the spring wheat region. The 
eoalers and trunk lines made some resistance 
to the declining tendency of the market, but 
they proved unavailing as a sustaining force, 
and weakness spread through the grain-car- 
rying roads and the industrials. Stocks of in- 
dustrial corporations and especially of those 
controlling public utilities In cities, all showed 
acute weakness. The pressure against Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit became very severe 4s the 
day advanced, and that stock at the lowest was 
7% below the early high point, and the net de- 
cline is 5%. The unfriendly attitude of the pub- 
lic toward this class of corporations was an 
influence in their weakness, but there was liqul- 
dation from some special source in Brooklyn 
Transit. Some of the stocks offered today 
were said to be by the banks which had held 
them as collateral for the loans of a large 
stock exchange firm which recently failed. The 
professional bears were also active in offering 
down prices, but they met with great success 
in dislodging stop-loss orders. The final rally 
in prices was fitful and feverish, and the mar- 
ket closed much unsettled and not much above 
the low level. The estimates of the week's 
cash changes indicAte a gain by the banks cf 
considerably over a million. The currency 
movement with the interior has continued 
largely in favor of New York. Part of the sell- 
ing of stocks is undoubtedly for the purpose of 
realizing funds to divert to wheat and cotton 
speculation.

A recent article on the subject declares 
that: “The imperial family of Russia 
possesses the most valuable collection of 
precious stones of any reigning house 
in the world. The treasure houses of 
Asia have given the choicest gems to 
this collection. The value of them is in- 
estimable. 


“The finest diamond in the world, the, 


Orloff, is owned by the czar. It was 
bought for_Catherine II by Prince Orloff 
in 1778 at Amsterdam, and now adorns the 
scepter of the czar.- It cost the empress 
an annuity of 4,000 roubles, in ready mon- 
ey 450,000 roubles and a patent of nobility. 
The empress of Russia’ wears the next 
largest diamond in the world, and also 
Owns the finest emeralds. ; 

“The jewels in the possession of the 
Greek church are worth more than the 
collections of all the crowned heads of 
Europe. The church has been accumu- 
lating these treasures for many. years. 
The figures.and pictures as well as the 
holy books in the Greek churches are 
Studded with gems of immense value, 
and the church plate is so costly that it 
is impossible to estimate its value. 

“Hardly a Greek monastery is without 
its rare store of jewels. 

“The finest pearl necklace in the world 
is owned by the Countess Henckei, and 
consists of three famous necklaces com- 
bined. It is valued at $500,000. One of the 
necklaces formerly belonged to the ex- 
Queen of Naples, a second adorned the 
Virgin of Atakha. 

“Another beautiful pearl necklace Is 
Owned by the duchess of Cumberland; it 
formerly belonged to the crown jewels of 

over. It is a string of pearls, six feet 
in length, all exactly matched in shape, 
Size and cclor. 

“One of the finest collections of pearls 
Known is that of the queen of Italy. It 
ls so large that she poecge! eed all of 
the rows she owns, and as they lose their 
color if not always in the light, some of 
them adorn her ladies in waiting. The 
King of Italy gave his wife a row of these 
Pearls on the birth of their son, and 
every year since has added a fresh row. 
As the crown prince is now thirty years 
old, the value of this collection can be 
Teadily imagined, 

“The queen is sentimentally attached to 
Pearls. Her own name—Margherita— 
means ‘a pearl.’ 

“The German empress has also a valu- 
able collection of jewels, many of which 
are her personal property. There are 
many fine pearls in her jewel cases, but 
She did not wear them eneugh and they 
lost their color and had to be immerred 
in the sea for several months.

COUNTY PHYSICIAN 
BXAMINES LOONEY 


Court Directs Dr. Riley To Report De- 
tective’s Condition. 


IT WILL BE MADE TODAY 


Case Called but Detective Was Said 
To Be Ill. 


SOLICITOR ASKED FOR A REPORT 


P Affidavits Presented Stating That 
Detective Could Only Be Brought 
Into Court on a Stretcher. 


Or. J. L. Riley, acting county jhysician, 
was yesterday directed by Judge John Ss. 
Candler, presiding officer of the criminal 
branch of the Fulton superior court, to 
go to the residence: of David 8. Looney 
and make an examination of the detec- 
tive’s physical condition with a view to 
reporting as to whether or not Looney is 
able to appear in court. 

Dr. Riley will make his report to th¢ 
court at 8:30 o’clock this morning. He 
went with Deputy Sheriff A. J. Shrop- 
shire yesterday afternoon to the home of 
Detective Looney, No. 122 McAfee street, 
as directed by the court. 

The case against the detective, who was 
indicted by the grand jury somé time 
ago on a charge of embracery, was called 
for the third time before Judge Candler 
yesterday and a showing was made by 
his attorneys that the detective was too 
ill to be in court. An affidavit was pre- 
sented from Dr. A. R. Danforth, Detec- 
tive Looney’s physician, to the effect that 
the detective’s condition was such as fo 
make it dangerous for him to leave his 


room. 
The affidavit contained the tnformation 
that if he was brought to court it would 
have to be done with, the aid of a 
stretcher and that it would be fully ten 
days before Looney would be in a con- 
dition to be up. A similar affidavit was 
presented when the same case was called 
several weeks ago, stating that the de- 
tective had been subjected to a painful 
operation and could not appear in court. 
At the last term of court and when the 
case was first called for trial, Detective 
Looney was reported to be extremely ill 


upon the showing made by the detective’s 
attorneys. 

When the case was called yesterday 
and the physician’s affidavit was pre- 
sented, Solicitor C. D. Hill stated that It 
was the third time it had been sought 
to postpone the case on account of the 
defendant’s sickness and upon his request 
the court directed Dr. Riley to examine 
the detective and report as to his cond!- 
tion. 

One of the most important witnesses for 
the state in the Loonéy case is T. Jeffer- 
son Penn, the juror in the Mattie Adams 
will case, who was sentenced to the 


Judge Lumpkin some time ago. When 
Penn’s sentence expired Solicitor Hill 
asked that he be held as a witness and 
his bond fixed at $200. 

Penn's attorney, Judge Robert L. Roé- 
gers, made several strong efforts to se- 
cure his client’s release and to have the 
amount of the bond reduced, but without 
success. It was alleged that Penn was a 
sufferer from inflammatory rheumatism 
and that to keep him in jail would make 
his condition worse. 

Detective Looney is now under a heavy 
bond to fnsure his attendance in court 
‘when he is able to stand trial. He will 
be represented by Attorneys L. Z. Rosser 
and W. T. Moyers.

Specials to The ™Mmes-Herald from Mil- 
waukee during the recent convention of 
railroad commissioners in that city gave 
high praise to Judge Spencer Atkinson, 
of the Georgia railroad commission, as the 
subjoined paragraphs will show: 

“The man who attracted most attention 
tn the Milwaukee convention was Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson, of Atlanta, Ga. 
Judge Atkinson is not & man of com- 
manding presence, but his power in 
swaying public bodies can be judged from 
the fact that he stampeded both the Den- 
ver and Milwaukee conventions. After 
compelling populists to vote for a measure 
which they had determined to kill, he 
piloted Mr. Lindly safely into the office 
of president after it looked certain that 
he was destined for defeat. W. D. Evans, 
himself a forceful speaker, was a canal- 
date for election to the presidency, and 
when nominations were called for he 
had with him a majority of the conven- 
tion. South Carolina, Mr. Ewans’s state, 
was an applicant for the next convention, 
and so was San Francisco, Judge Atkin- 
son pleaded for San Francisco, but with 
the condition that Charleston should be 
designated as the convention city for 1902. 
He carried his point, and, when nomina- 
tions were called for, his purpose in aid- 
ine Charleston was seen. The judge nomi- 
nated Mr. Lindly for president and re- 
marked that in the convention after the 
next they would have the pleasure of 
voting for W. D. Evans, so that he could 
have the proud distinction of presiding 
at the national convention which would 
assemble in his own state. After, that it 
was all over with Evans’s chances.” 

“Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, of Geor- 
gia, stampeded the railroad commission- 
ers’ convention this morning and secured 
the passage of a resolution favoring leg- 
islation giving the interstate commerce 
commission absolute power to fix rates 
and to permit, if it chooses, the railroads 
to pool their revenues. The motion was @ 
substitute one for the resolution proposcd 
in the report of the committee on legis- 
lation, and not until it was passed did the 
populistic commissioners of Nebraska and 
other states awaken to the fact that they 
had practically gone on record in favor 
of pooling. The resolution reads as fol- 
lows: 

‘* ‘Resolved, That we reommend that the 
federal congress do, by appropriate leg- 
islation, confer upon the interstate com- 
merce: commission the power to prescribe 
reasonable maximum rates for the trans- 
portation of freights and passengers, by 
persons and corporations engaged in in- 
terstate commerce; and authority, as well, 
to make such rules and regulations as 
may be necessary to carry such power to 
make rates into execution.’ 

‘Tt is a decided victory for the inter- 
state commerce commission, as it is in 
direct line with its desire for absolute 
power, and it is understood that a com- 
mittee will later be appointed to frame 
a bill in line with the resolution and to 
lobby for its passage at the next session 
of the national congress.”’

So far as could be learned the effort to¥ 


organize the transcontinental lines into 
an association for the purpose of helping 
along the agreement was also ineffective. 
The situation as explained by one of the 
presidents {s as follows: “We expected 
to be able to formulate some plan which 
would not in the legal sense of the word 
be a pool. When, however, the various 
lines got together tt was found that there 
were a great many weak lines which were 
unwilling to enter into such agreements 
unless they secured more traffic than they 
could possibly haul. The weak lines were 
not the only stumbling blocks, for many 
of the strong lines demanded more than 
their share. The great difficulty was to 
form agreements which were not pools 
and yet would practically bring about the 
same results.” 

While this explanation {fs prooably near- 
ly correct, a truer statement of fact would 
be that the roads were unwilling to trust 
one another to carry out any agreement 
which might be formed. Mindful of past 
experiences, many of the lines were loath 
to agree upon a certain percentage of 
busfmess only to find that some line had 
ignored the terms of the agreement and 
had secured everything In sight. 


Chicago officials of eastern roads are 
wondering how the publie will take the 
order to charge excess fares on all trains 
running between Chicago and New York 
under a twenty-eight hour schedule. Why 
a citizen of Chicago should be- charged

Rev. H. M. Steady only arrived in the 
city yesterday afternoon and as yet has 
had little opportunity of forming impres- 
sions of the south and the comparative 
condition of the negroin this country and 
Africa. He spoke interestingly of his na- 
tive country, however. 

“Sterra Leone is a city of 30,000 inhabt- 
tants,” he said, “and is a progressive 
place in every respect. We have four 
African churches, all of which have large 
memberships and are flourishing in every 
respect. My church has a membersh!p of 
700. 

“I shall spend a month or so itn the 
south studying the country and anticipate 
considerable pleasure during my stay.” 

Rev. Frances M. Gaw has been in the 
city for two days. He hag been very 
much interested in his observations of the 
social and economie condition of his peo- 
Ple in this section and talked at some 
length on their prospects should they de- 
sire to emigrate to South Africa. 

“South Africa will offer an excellent 
opening for the Ameri¢an negro after the 
war is over,” said he. “The country is 
rapidly developing and skilled labor will 
be greatly in demand. I would not ad- 
vise-any but skilled laborers or those 
possessing some special} calling or qualifi- 
cations tq go there, however. Of the un- 
skilled laborer we have only too many. A 
man who knows how to dd some special 
thing, and to do that thing well, will find 
plenty of work and good pay. 

“Concerning the war, I think that it 
will be fully a year before absolute peace 
is declared. Hostilities of any importance 
may cease long before that time, but 
guerrilla attacks will continue for some 
time to come. My sympathies and those 
of my people are al] with the English. 
Engiand’s conquest of the country means 
progress and improvement: ft also means 
greater rights and freedom for the na- 
tives. At Cape Town the African now has 
equal rights at law and as a citizen and 
his condition from a social and educa- 
tional standpoint is rapidly improving.” 

The two men are the guests of Bishop 
Turner, of this city, who hag visited both 
of them in Africa. Both of them are in- 
terested in the bishop’s scheme of coloni- 
zation. 


Count Rocco Dianovich, of Austria, who 
has been in Atlanta during the past few 
weeks, leaves this morning for Mont- 
gomery.
